The  establishment  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of 
one  Dennis  PasdLt  IIIA  50  cu.yd,,  two  Eagle  Crushload  50 
cu.yd.  rear  compressor,  one  Karri er  Musketeer  60  cu.yd. 
screw  type,  o.ae  S and  D,  35  cu.yd.  roar  compressor,  and 
one  Karri or  "8  cu.yd,  fore  and  aft  tipper  which  is  held 
in  reserve  for  any  emergency.  Time  is  showing  that  wear 
and  tear  on  the  more  complicated  mechanical  systems  of  the 


larger  vehicles  is  very  c on  eider-  able , resulting  in  increased 
maintenance  and  repair  costs*  A further  186  houses  were 
built  but  again  no  increase  of  staff  was  necessary  and 
the  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  both 
from  the  Council* s and  the  ratepayers  points  of  view* 


Twenty- three  men,  including  five  drivers,  were  engaged 
upon  refuse  collection.  Upon  the  cessation  of  the  collection 
of  salvage,  the  position  of  salvage  baler  was  dispensed  with. 
Similarly  upon  the  retirement  of  the  tip  attendant,  this 
position  was  dispensed  with  after  the  closing  of  the 
Whinbrick  tip. 

A trial  scheme  for  the  servicing  and  maintenance  of 
the  Council* s vehicles  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
was  inaugurated,  but  due  to  an  industrial  dispute  at  the 
County  Maintenance  Depot  the  scheme  collapsed  at  the  end 
of  November  and  the  Council* s former  repairers  agreed  to 
undertake  again  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  Council's 
refuse  wagons* 

The  Council's  tip  at  Whinbrick  was  closed  in  September 
and  from  that  time  refuse  from  the  area  has  been  disposed 
of  at  the  Preston  Corporation*  s Tip  at  Clifton  Marsh. 
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Moveable  Dwellings. 


There  were  97  sites  in  the  area  used  for  camping 
and  caravanning  purposes  during  1970*  At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  In  operation  7 sites  licensed  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  78 
licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop- 
ment .Act,  i960  a A few  other  sites  were  used  temporarily 
by  tented  campers.

1 of  caravans  concerned  in  the  sites 
the  i960  Act  was  2,620,  and  of  these  448 
were  permanently  occupied.  Some  progress  was  made 
towards  provision  being  made  for  touring  caravanners  in 
that  two  sites  each  for-  25  tourers  were  licensed  during 
the  year.
